Guards at San Francisco Treasury 
Exchange Shots With Robbers 


San *Francisco, May 18.—A_ daring 
attempt to loot the U. S. treasury was 
found this morning by soldiers. The 
soldiers claim that their fire was re- 
turned by men who were attempting to 
loot the safes in the building. Six men 
from Company G_ were detailed to 
guard the treasury vaults last night, 
three on each side. At 1 o'clock this 
morning the men stationed on the 
Commercial street side recognized a 
man attempting to reach the main en- 
trance of the building. He was or- 
dered to halt but instead started to run 
and the guard fired at him. The shot 
did not take effect, and two guards 
gave chase, leaving one behind. Al- 
most immediately the soldiers on tne 
Clay street side began firing and one 
of the guards on Commercial street 
siys he saw four men run to the win- 
dows of the upper stcrey of the Treas- 
ury. He immediately opened fire and 
the men in the window replied with 
revolvers. Thirty shots were ex- 
changed. The men were later seen 
to come down stairs, but were not 
again heard of.
